An Interesting Suit Against 
Ex-Governor Downey. 


LOCAL 
POLITICAL 
WHISPEKS. 


The H istorical Society E lec tio n - 
Other Events of an In te r­ 
esting: N ature. 


George Kyeraon, the form er Governor 
of Lower California, has brought suit 
against er-Governor John G . Downey for 
damages to the am ount of $12,800, and the 
case will come on in due tim e for trial 
before the Superior Court of thia county. 
In the complaint Mr. Ryerson seta 
forth the circumstances which led to the 
suit. According to the statem ent made 
by the plaintiff, on the 24th of last Sep­ 
tember he and Mr. Downev entered into a 
contract with regard to the purchase of 
some cattle which were then on the Lu* 
gonia Ranch in Lower California and 
were the property of Mr. Ryerson. The 
herd numbered about 2200 head, and 
Mr. Downey agreed to take them all at 
the general price of $19 a head for all of 
them over one year old and upwards. 
They were to be delivered at the Dow­ 
ney ranch in San Diego county as soon 
as possible by the plaintiff, and the ex 
penses of 
transportation were to be 
home by Mr. Ryerson until the cattle 
reached the boundary line of the State, 
after which Mr. Downey was to assume 
all costs. 
The payments were to be made in the 
following fashion: $12,500 cash was to 
be paid over upon the execution and de­ 
livery of the contract (which was a w rit­ 
ten one), $8,000 on or before the last day 
of December, 1888, and the balance to 
be paid in one year from the last date, 
without interest. 
W hen tho contract was signed and de­ 
livered, Mr. Ryerson waited for more 
than fifteen days for Mr. Downey to pay 
over the stipulated sum, but it was not 
paid. 
About September 28th $100 was 
paid, but the total of $12,500 was never 
forthcoming. 
In the meantime th e plaintiff had 
driven the herd op to San Diego, which 
was the nearest m arket place. 
The ex­ 
pense involved in getting them to the 
State line was $1,000. 
There was also 
connected with the m atter an extra ex­ 
pense of $o00, which is specified in the 
complaint. The total damage alleged to 
have been sustained by the plaintiff is 
therefore the sum of $12,800. 
The complaint was filed on the 2d of 
this month. 
The attorneys who have 
the interests of the plaintiff in hand 
are Smith & Northrop.

The New City Hall Closely 
Inspected. 


SUIT AGAINST THE COUNCILMEN. 


The P reeinct Boundaries to be Fixed 
This Morning:, and Election 
Day Fixed. 


The City Council m et yesterday, Presi­ 
dent K uhrts in the chair, and Messrs. 
Ford, H anley, Sinsabaugh, Cohn, Bos- 
byshell, Threlkeld, W ilson, McNally, 
Bryant, Shaler, H um phreys, Moriarty 
and Earl present. 
The reports of the various officers were 
read and referred to the Finance Com­ 
mittee. 
The City Attorney recommended that 
th e election under th e new charter be 
called at once, to be held within thirty 
days from the date of 
the passage 
of 
the charter 
by 
the Legislature. 
L aid over for future action. 
The Bridge Committee recommended 
that the plans of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company for the construction 
of a bridge over Aurora street be adopted 
and referred to the City Surveyor and 
City Attorney. Adopted. 
The Zanjero reported th at his office 
needed three deputies and no clerk. He 
asked that the clerk be dispensed with, 
and that he be allowed another deputy. 
Mr. Threlkeld m oved that such action 
be taken, b at Mr. Cohn objected until a 
proper am endm ent to the salary resolu­ 
tion had been drawn up. 
The Richm ond Fire Alarm system 
aaked th at a w arrant be draw n for $5000, 
the balance due on the syBtem. Referred 
to the Fire Commission and the Finance 
Committee. 
. 
The resolution fixing the salaries of 
the city officers for the year, as signed by 
the Mayor and published, was read. 
Mr. Threlkeld introduced an am end­ 
m ent to the resolution allowing the 
Zanjero an additional deputy at $80 per 
month. 
Mr. H anley moved that a w arrant for 
$30 be drawn in favor of the ZaDjero’s 
clerk, instead of lum bering the records 
with resolutions. Carried. 
A message was received from the 
Mayor stating th at he had received a 
copy of the new Charter by special mes­ 
sage. 
The Charter had been approved 
on January 23d, and signed by the 
proper officers on January 31st. 
Re­ 
ceived and fiied. 
The m atter of the application of con* 
tractors for money due on street grading 
where the property owners were not 
liable was referred to the City Attorney 
and Messrs. Cohn and Sinsabaugh. 
Justice Austin appeared and asked 
th a t a court-room be provided for him 
for use after March 1st, when the newly- 
elected Police Judges would need it. 
Mr. Cohn said 
that the 
question 
should not be decided by the Council as 
to w hether a room was necessary, as it 
was the intention of the Charter to do 
away with the present Justices. 
He 
moved th at the m atter be laid on the 
table. Lost. 
The City Attorney said th at the City 
Justices would remain as at present, 
and two Police Justices would be elected 
under the Charter. The citv would have 
to pay all four and provide court-rooms 
for them. 
The m atter was referred to a special 
committee, consisting of Messrs. Fotd, 
B ryant and McNally. 
The report of the Board of Public 
W orks as published iu Sunday’s H e r ­ 
ald was read and adopted. 
The contract for grading First Btreet 
was awarded to Mr. D. F. Donegan, the 
lowest bidder, and the resolution of 
awaid was read and adopted. 
On motion of Mr. H anly, the Surveyor 
was instructed to make plans for the ap­ 
proaches of the Seventh and Ninth 
street bridges. 
At this point a recess was taken until 
1 :30 o’clock. 


A fteru oou Session. . 
Mr. Sinsabaugh called attention to the 
fact th at a suit was pending against the 
former Councilmen and he hoped that 
some action would be taken to properly 
represent the members of the Council 
On motion of Mr. Cohn it was decided 
to employ Messrs. Gage and Robarts at 
a fee not to exceed f 500 to defend the 
-Councilmen. 
-M r. Threlkeld moved th at all fran­ 
chises be laid over for thirty days. There 
was plenty of unfinished business to 
work upon and the new work should be 
laid over for the new Council. 
Mr. Knox said that the franchise 
which he desired to have passed had 
been before the Council for four weeks. 
Laid over to 3 o’clock, when the clerk 
was instructed to produce the original 
petition for the franchise, it having been 
mislaid. 
The City Surveyor reported that the 
protest against the grading of 
York 
street was not signed by enough front­ 
age ; that against the grading of Alva­ 
rado street was sufficient to stop pro­ 
ceedings; that against the grading of 
Ocean avenue did not have sufficient 
frontage; th at against the grading of New 
High street was not signed by enough 
frontage; tlioee against the paving of 
Olive street and Hinton avenue were 
sufficient to stop the work. 
The m atter of changing the approaches 
to the Downey avenue and First street 
bridges was referred to the Bridge Com­ 
mittee and City Surveyor, with power to 
act. 
A protest of property owners on Cen­ 
tral avenue against the paym ent of the 
assessment for grading, on the ground 
that part of the work had been paid for 
by the street-car company, was referred 
to Messrs. Sinsabaugh, Threlkeld and 
Cohn to investigate. 
Dr. Sinsabaugh moved that the Street 
Superintendent notify the street-car com­ 
pany to put its tracts in repair on Spring 
street, between First and Main. Carried. 
It was stated th at Messrs. Gage <fe 
Roberts would not take the case against 
the Councilmen for less than $2,500, and 
that Messrs. Anderson, Fitzgerald «fe 
Anderson would take it for $800. 
On motion of Dr Bryant, theee attorn­ 
eys were employed. 
The Special Committee on Building 
reported that it would cost $75 to have 
the City H all tower lowered five feet. 
Mr. Earl thought it was straDge that 
the tower should cost more five feet 
shorter than it would if carried higher. 
H e had already seen cracks in the 
tower.

They were told to be on hand at 7 :30 
o’clock on Monday morning when trans­ 
portation would be provided them to the 
scene of labor, and there they stood but 
although the hour named by th e agent 
had passed by, neither he nor any con­ 
veyances had put in an appearance.

they had abandoned hope, for the fact 
that they had been gulled had dawned 
upon them and it was only with a grim 
expectancy that perhaps there had l>een 
some unavoidable delay, they lingered 
on.

statem ent of the caBe to Chief Cooney, 
who at once proceeded about an official 
investigation. H e found that the agency 
was represented 
by 
Messrs.

V. 
Dimond and W . P. H ardy and of tlieee 
two gentlemen, the former was nowhere 
to be found. 
Mr. H ardy was, however, 
on hand and made a statem ent to the ef­ 
fect th at he had only been a member of 
the firm since last Thursday, having been 
drawn into it by Dimond, who repre­ 
sented th at the agency w as making about 
$20 a day. 
The advertisement, which 
lured the laborers to deposit their 2.50 
commissions had 
appeared 
in 
the 
morning papers, and Mr. Hardy had no 
idea that any fraud was under way. He 
agreed, however, to refund the money, 
declaring that he would hunt Dimond 
down and bring him to justice. That in­ 
dividual’s whereabouts are, however, 
hard to locate, as he has not been seen 
since Saturday, and is probably many 
miles away. I t is stated that he once 
conducted a sim ilar swindle, on a larger 
Beale, in Salt Lake City, and that a year 
ago he operated some minor frauds of 
the same description in this city.

nnder a far more genial sky, they m ight 
have found a more desirable home. 
There are all sorts of branches in the 
line of agriculture and horticulture in 
which thousands of families m ight be­ 
come rich right here in this county. 
We ship this year about 2,000 carloads 
of oranges. 
The sum ought to be 10,000. 
Our raisin industry, wine industry, and 
brandy-making ought to be expanded 
to a startling degree. The county ought 
to ship millions of tons of green fruit, 
tens of thousand of tons of canned fruit 
and thousands of tons of dried fruit a 
year. Take in the whole range of ani­ 
mal industries, the entire scope of cereal 
productions, all the frnits that grow, add 
to this tobacco, beets for sugar, and so 
on down to pampas plumes for orna­ 
m ent only, and here is the most actrac- 
tive field for enterprise in the world. It 
rests with our business men to show 
their sagacity and their practical busi­ 
ness qualities by getting these things 
done. 
The other attractive line for develop 
ment is in th e way of manufactures. A 
small beginning has been made here and 
there; but there are m any branches not 
yet touched where enterprise will pay. 
A wagon factory is one of the most im me­ 
diate necessities. 
The beet sugar fac­ 
tory is a thing which should be kept 
uppermost in all people’s m inds until it 
is set in motion. 


F u t u r e D e v e lo p m e n t. 
The great dem and of the hour in Los 
Angeles is the developm ent of the many 
and iich resources of the section. But 
the merest beginnings have been made 
in this line in any of the numerous 
branches of the programme. 
We have 
here, to be sure, a city of nearly 100,000 
inhabitants, and the county contains 
close to 175,000 souls. 
There are al­ 
* 
ready a large number of towns, some of 
which have made great strides, reaching 
a t the mom ent the 
status of quite 
respectable cities. 
These towns are all 
the nuclei of cities yet to be, opulent, 
populous and prosperous. 
Our 
own 
metropolis of the South, the city of Los 
Angeles, will be some day a place of 
transcendent beauty, of large proportions 
and prosperous beyond the average of 
American cities. 
It is our firm belief 
th a t if our people are true to themselves 
and to their opportunities, in less than 
five years there will be a quarter of 
m illion people here, and at the end of 
decade, or 6ay at the end of the century 
we will see nearly twice as large a muni­ 
cipality within the bounds of Los Ange­ 
les city. It will be a city solidly built, 
and possessing all the beauty that the 
art 
of 
architecture in its modern 
developments can bestow on it. It will 
be the model city of the continent, audits 
homes will be marked with an elegance 
not easily found elsewhere. 
B at at this juncture the need is in two 
lines of development. The first is the 
most important, with the promise of the 
quickest returns for the most moderate 
ontlay, in the line 'of agricultural indus­ 
tries, including in the term fruit-growing 
and wine making. 
There probably 
never before was a section of such 
resources 
found 
in 
precisely 
the 
asme predicament as this 
is now. 
Los Angeles county contains at least 
2,000,000 acres of the most fertile lands 
on earth. 
The rich soils of this section 
nnder the peculiarly beneficent climate 
which overspreads them will produce a 
larger variety ot crops and larger har­ 
vests of each than any similar area in 
the world. 
Y et so little developed are 
these resources th at we find 
butter, 
cheese, eggs, pork, ham s, lard, mutton 
beef, vegetables, poultry and even fruit 
imported to supply the wants of the 
population. Our alfalfa meadows liter­ 
ally discount m any tim es anything be­ 
neath the ekies for grazing or fodder 
purposes. 
Cows will give more milk 
off them 
and 
anim als will 
make 
more 
butcher’s 
meat 
off 
them 
than 
on 
any 
other 
pastures 
or feed known to man. 
Our natural 
grasses are the most prolific and the moBt 
nutritious of any portion of the good 
green earth. Y et we are im porting our 
batter, eggs, poultry and meat. 
Hogs 
literally revel in an alfalfa meadow, yet 
we rely on Chicago for our ham s. Sheep 
will take flesh at a m arvelons rate on 
them, yet Arizona sends us our mutton 
Poultry flourishes in a patch of alfalfa, 
yet K ansas’ plains supply us with eggs 
and 
broilers. 
These 
meadows 
are 
green, 
and luxuriantly so, 
all 
the 
year 
round, 
yet 
we 
let 
farmers 
on 
a 
frozen, 
wind-swept 
prairie 
2,000 miles away grow rich by selling us 
th e things we ought to grow here. 
On our mesa lands the grains yield as 
large returns as any lands in the Union 
Y et Stockton sells us flour. 
Barley and 
hops grow here side by side. 
The State 
of California last year produced 34,000 
bales of hops from 4,417 acres of land 
Los Angeles county had fifteen of these 
acres, and produced 134 bales. 
There 
ought to have been 1,500 acres of hops 
produced in this county, and 10,000 bales 
ought to have been our crop. 
From this 
county the 
whole 
area, of 250 miles 
north of 
here, 
100 
miles south 
of 
us, 
and 
1,000 
to 
the 
east­ 
ward 
ought 
to 
be 
supplied 
with 
beer. 
H ere are all the factors in the 
problem from which to produce this re­ 
m it. All we lack is business thrift and 
enterprise. 
With 
lands 
that 
pro­ 
duce 
forty 
bushels 
of 
w heat 
to 
the 
acre, 
we 
are 
eating 
Stock­ 
ton flour. 
The low lands of 
Los 
Angeles yield crops of corn running at 
eighty bushels and more to the acre. 
W e ought to ship from here twenty 
cargoes of this cereal a year. 
On the 
peat lands below Anaheim and Santa 
Ana, tobacco will grow as prolificly as 
on the best farm s of the South. 
The

T h e ftle u t o P u t V-p. 
To-day the City Council will fix the 
date on which the election ia to take 
place under the New Charter. In the 
course of the next few days the political 
parties will m eet and name a ticket for 
the various offices. It is all very well to 
have the party conventions meet and 
name their m en. The existence of at 
least two Btrong parties is essential to a 
popular governm ent like that of the 
United States. The party organization 
is very properly maintained in full force 
even in local affairs. But let not any 
party think that this election is to turn 
on the hinges of party principles. The 
policy to be pursued towards the South, 
the tariff and all other national questions 
will be ignored in the approaching elec­ 
tion. It will be a question of men en­ 
tirely. The average citizen will take all 
the tickets in the field and vote for the 
men on each whom he considers best 
for the interests of the city under excit­ 
ing circumstances. 
There never has 
been a time when party ties held men 
lees firmly than right here to-day. 
The 
city is in a very peculiar condition. 
Hers is an interesting transition period 
when her future depends largely on the 
policy pursued by her governors at 
present. 
This is the great era of her 
material development, and people cannot 
be induced to give much attention to any 
other m atter but this. 
For two years 
past these m aterial interests of the city 
have been grossly neglected. 
Had we 
made good streets and kept them clean, 
bad we sidewalked the streets, so that 
people m ight walk abroad and not be 
mired, had we put in a sewer system, and 
thus removed the danger of an epidemic, 
had we provided ample school rooms for 
all the children, the prevailing dull 
times would never have fallen upon 
us. 
The 
people 
know 
this, 
and 
they will have no more shilly-shallying, 
no more senseless discussion of trivial 
matters. 
Capable, honest, progressive, 
executive m en is what the city dem ands. 
This is what the average citizen is deter­ 
mined to have. 
He does not much care 
for the Councilm an’s views on the tariff, 
but he does care for his views on an out­ 
fall sewer. T he moral crank, the blue- 
law Puritan, the incapable, the fellow 
intoxicated 
with 
a 
sense 
of 
his 
own 
im portance, the 
inexperienced 
fellow, 
with no fertility of 
ideas, 
the slow-moving fellow with no progress 
in his bones, and the unconscionable 
boodler and jobber will all be relegated 
to a back seat in municipal m atters this 
trip. 
Men of honest purpose, men of 
positive ideas, men who wish to make 
this a city worthy of the name and in 
keeping with its opportunities, will come 
to the front.

this m atter of repealing the present 
mortgage tax law of the State. We have 
given a large num ber of reasons for this. 
H ere is another, and one of the best. 
Mortgages are paid off at all tim es of 
year. 
There is not a legal day in the 
twelvemonths on which more or lees of 
these obligations are not cancelled. 
On 
any mortgage paid after the 1st of March 
of any year, the lender should pay the 
mortgage tax. 
The borrower naturally 
expects him to pay it. 
If the lender 
has left the 
county, 
as 
he often 
does, before th e taxes become due, he 
is alm ost certain not to pay. The only 
rem edy for the borrower is to pay him ­ 
self. 
But th a t is not the worst of it. 
Here he has to pay the tax on Iiis land, 
and then another tax on the mortgage. 
But he has his land left with a clear title. 
In many cases the borrower appeals to 
the lender to pay the tax, and the latter 
promises from day to day to do it. 
But 
a t the end it is neglected by both par­ 
ties, and the land is sold. 
I t then costs 
two or three tim es the am ount of the tax 
to clear the title. The whole affair íb a 
tangled skein. 
I t is confusion from one 
end to the other. 
Repeal the law.

Discussed.

IAtwociated Press Dispatches to the H e r a l d . I 


W a s h i n g t o n , 
February 4.—Senator 
Falm er to-day, from the Comm ittee on 
Commerce,reponed favorably the amend- 
m endm ent to the Sundry Civil bill, mak­ 
ing the appropriation $5,000 for light and 
fog signals at the entrance of San Pedro 
Harber. 
The Committee on Appropriations re­ 
ported back th e Legislative, Executive 
and Judicial Appropriation bill, and gave 
notice that they would to-morrow call it 
up for action. 
The Señale resumed consideration of 
the A nti-Trust bill, Frye giving notion 
that at 2 o’clock he would ask the Senate 
to take up the Union Pacific Funding 
bill. 
Senator George made an argument 
against the bill, and expressed his inten­ 
tion of offering am endments looking to 
suspension or reduction of im port duties 
on articles as to which trusts are formed. 
The Union Pacific Funding bill was 
then taken up. 
As the bill was read, the date of the 
1st of July, 1888, as that up to which 
calculations 
should 
be 
made, was 
changed wherever it occurred to the 1st 
of July, 1889, and other dates were made 
to conform to that change. 
Mitchell 
gave notice that he would, at tho proper 
time, move to commit the bill with in­ 
structions to include the legislation in 
reference to the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company. 
Frye stated that the Central 
Pacific 
had 
not 
been included 
in the bill 
because 
the 
attorneys 
who had appeared for th at company 
had not seemed to manifest any great 
desire for a settlem ent 
and because 
there was not a parallelism between the 
cases of the Union Pacific and the Cen­ 
tral Pacific. Tne question of the Central 
Pacific had been again raised by its 
President, Huntington, who had ap­ 
peared before the committee aud had 
presented a bill which hail been intro­ 
duced by M itchell as a substitute for the 
pending bill, adding ten or twelve sections 
for settlem ent with the Central Pacific. 
It seemed to him that those m atters 
could be settled in separate bills a good 
deal better than they could be in one 
bill. Ho recoguized that there was an 
immense difference between the situa­ 
tion of the Union Pacific aud ihe Central 
Pacific and that much more lenity must 
he granted to the Central Pacific than to 
the Union Pacific. 
If the Government 
expected to get its debt paid by the 
Central Pacific, that, company should 
have a very long time to make the 
payment. The report of the committee 
was then sent to 
the 
clerk’s desk 
and read. 
Mitchell inane a motion 
of which he had given notice, to re-com- 
init the bill and stated the reason why 
he thought the motion should prevail. 
He spoke of the enormous am ount that 
would be due the Pacific railroud com pa­ 
nies to the Government at the tim e of 
the m aturity of a debt of $145,924,001). 
Any legislation having for its purpose 
the paym ent of that almost fabulous sum 
had to be regarded as of the very utmost 
importance. 
It was not his purpose 
to discuss the merits or demerits of 
pending bill. I t was his purpose, how­ 
ever to attract tho attention of the coun­ 
try to the general situation and inaugu­ 
rate an inquiry as to the propriety and 
justice of proceeding to the consideration 
of the pending bill while it omitted to 
include matters relating to at least half 
of the whole controvers;. 
Frye said : “ I ought t > say in justice 
to the Central Pacific that, last m onth 
that company has shown a disposition 
and a very great desire to make some 
settlem ent and adjustm ent of its debt 
with the Uniled States, and there is now 
pending before the committee an am end­ 
ment bill which the committee is called 
to consider to-morrow morning.” 
Mitchell—“ That is all right. 
That 
shows 
a 
disposition 
on 
the 
part 
of 
the 
committee to 
attend 
to ^ th at which 
it had 
om itted. 
I 
insist that it is not wise to have roads 
forked at that stage of the game, and to 
proceed with one branch of the contro­ 
versy , leaving the other branch untouched 
and unconsidored. If any part of it was 
to be postponed, it should have been the 
union Pacific part.” 
A t this point Mitchell yielded for a 
motion to adjourn. 
A conference was 
ordered on the consular and diplomatic 
appropriation bill, and to have Allison 
and Cockrell appointed as conferees on 
the part of the Senate. 
Adjourned. 


A COMICAL PETITION. 
W a sh in g t o n, February 4 — President 
pro tem Ingalls to-day laid before the 
Senate the following petition: 
To the Honorable, the Senate and House 
of Jlepreseutatives. 
Y our huqible petitioner would respect­ 
fully beg that your honorable body pass 
the bill introduced by Senator Butler 
empowering the commissioners of W hit­ 
man county. YYaehington Territory, to 
issue bonds not to exceed $100,000 to 
build a courthouse and jail in the town 
of Colfax. Now your petitioner most 
humbly prays th a t you double the dose 
and give them the privilege to raise 
$200,000. It will take this am ount to 
keep the county seat down in this hole, 
and while you are about it give us $50,­ 
000 more to build a balloon to get down 
to th e county seat, and your petitioner 
will ever pray. [Signed. J 
J o h n S m it h . 
The petition was referred to the Com­ 
mittee on Territories. 
VOLUNTEERS PROVIDED FOR. 
Senator M itchell introduced a bill to­ 
day providing th a t each volunteer who 
joined the forces of the United States in 
Oregon, W ashington Territory or Idaho 
during the war with the Nez Perces In ­ 
dians, shall be paid $1 for each day of 
his service, and also the actual value of 
any horse, arm s, etc., lost by him while 
in the service. The pension laws are 
m ade applicable to those who contracted 
wounds or disease during the war. 
h a c k e e ’s c o n tin g e n t pee. 
W a sh in g to n , 
February 
4 .— In the 
Senate to-uay Dolph introduced a joint 
resolution in reference to the $721 000 
received by H enry E. McKee, as a con­ 
tingent fee in the Choctaw claim, and 
his disobedience of the order of the 
court to pay over $136,000 of the amount. 
It directs the apprehension of McKee 
wherever found, and that he be brought 
to W ashington and subjected to the 
jurisdiction of the Supreme Court of the 
District.

it. 
This 
they do in no partisan spirit, but only 
th at justice may be done their brother, 
and th at a knowledge of the facts may 
lead the people of tlie State to correct 
the evils from which this and other 
great crimes have arisen. The statem ent 
goes on at great length to detail the 
affairs of Conway county, since early in 
last fall. 
It seems to fIio w that, the 
political affairs of the county were prac­ 
tically 
dominated 
by 
a ’ club 
or­ 
ganized 
as 
a 
political 
association, 
but. which, before election, resolved itself 
into a m ilitia company anti was fam ished 
with arm s and ammunition by the Gov­ 
ernor of the State. 
On election day this 
company bad their loaded guns depos­ 
ited in a convenient place in tho building 
where 
the 
election was held. 
The 
Republican judge was refurcd adm it­ 
tance, 
and 
a 
m an nom inated by 
Stowers, 
com mander of 
the militia 
organization, was selected in his place, 
m aking the election board solidly Demo­ 
cratic. This was at Morrilton, while at 
Plummerville the same thing was done, 
the places of two of the Republican 
Judges being usurped. 
This was at the 
September election. A t the Congres­ 
sional election like occurrences were 
noted. 
L. W. Benjam in, a prom inent Repub­ 
lican lawyer of Little Rock, who was 
sent to Morrillton to use his endeavor? 
to secure an honest election, was mobbed 
and so injured th at he died w ithin a 
short time. The statem ent then goeB on 
to detail the circumstances cf Clayton’s 
contest and m urder, 
and also 
tells 
of the attem pt made, on the 17th of De­ 
cember, by unknown parties, to assas­ 
sinate Charles W ahl, the Republican

Supervisor. 
H e was 
severely wounded, and, as soon as he 
was able, went to Little Rock for safety, 
and has since rem ained there. The body 
of John M. Clayton was left lying in the 
room, on the floor, from the tim e he was 
shot until 3:30 next afternoon, when 
his brother arrived. 
Up to th at time 
the Sheriff of the county had not ap­ 
peared. The Clayton brothers say, in 
conclusion, that they stand ready to sub­ 
stantiate every one of the facts eet forth 
in every essential particular, and be­ 
hove they will be a m aterial link in the 
chain of circumstances surrounding tf 
murder of their brother.

W a s h in g t o n , February 4 .— The report 
of the Comm ittee of the Senate on the 
Texas election investigation, which was 
made to-day, is lengthy, going into de­ 
tails of cases, etc. ’I he first conclusion 
the committee reaches is, th at the aver­ 
ment of the petitioners as to their situa­ 
tion in their homes in Texas, and the oc­ 
casion of iheir being compelled to flee 
from them are, in substance and effect, 
sustained by evidence. 
It reviews ths 
case of the outrages at Flewellyn, where 
Dewes Bolton, who headed the raiding 
party th at entered the polling precinct 
in disguise, for the purpose of destroying 
the ballot box, was shot and killed. 
The dead m an’s body was left alone in a 
room all night and, toward morning, 
Judge Robinson persuaded an aged col­ 
ored man, Alfred Jones, to leave the sick 
bed of his wife and go with him to the 
scene of the m urder on the plea th at he 
was afraid to go alone. Jones had no 
previous knowledge ot the m urder and 
his observation of the dead body with 
its disguise and murderous weapon cost 
him his life. 
When afterwards an at­ 
tem pt was to ne made to make out 
Bolton 
au 
unarm ed, 
undisguised 
and 
peaceful 
visitor lo the pall­ 
ing place, 
who had 
been slain 
by 
tho unprovoked violence of colored men. 
Jones was arrested and hung up on no 
conceivable incentive but to make away 
with his testimony. 
Aa to the m urder 
of the two, Jones and Felder, by the 
mob who lynched them at Benham, the 
committee says th at these murders were 
each committed upon the motive and in 
the interest of tho policy aud purpose 
that l ad countenanced and caused the 
raids on the ballot-boxes at th at election. 
The sacrifice of these worthy and blame­ 
less lives was dem anded for the suppres­ 
sion of their evidence, which would have 
dem onstrated that the death of Bolton 
had befallen him in the act of a precon­ 
certed attack upon the ballot-box to 
defeat 
the 
Republican ticket. 
The 
I he evidence before 
the committee 
showed th at there had been no attem pt 
by the authorities of the county or State 
to bring to punishm ent or ¡rial any of 
the actors in several raids on the ballot 
boxes in 1834 or 1886. 
The committee 
says in conclusion that this case píe­ 
seme, not unfairly, the fentures that il­ 
lustrate the political disorders which af­ 
flict portions of our country where the 
population is at all nearly divided between 
white and colored citizens. These dis­ 
orders tend to weaken and set hack the 
sincere desire of the country at large to 
obliterate all distinctions as between ge­ 
ographical or political divisions, and in 
the prevalence of justice, peace, good 
will and equality of right in discussion, 
and the solving of all problems which 
aflect th e welfare of this people.

N ext we want to do wliat we 
ought to do towards Samoans.
